London, May 19.- -lu the houso of coui- 
inonR Mr. Labouchero said it was oienr that 
the chief object of the opijosition was to get 
rid of Mr. Qladstone. The liberuls who 
wore opposnig the bill were simj^ly asaist- 
ioR the power of tlie tovien to puiaiio a 
poUoy of eopiciou.

The inetuher for 
Sirmingbam would be as much Biirpiiaod if 
anybody doubted that he was right as SIosos 
would nave keeu if au I.sraolite had nrisuu 
and'.proposed an amendmeut to the teu 
comman^eBta. AVhen Mr. Labouobero 
suggested that the bill had better be drop- 
ped after its second reading, Mr. Glad- 
Btono leaned forward uud closoly watch. "d 
tho effect of the sponlcer'a vomarks upot. the 
Parnellile members. Sir. Dillou and o^hcr 
Irish members arose simultaneouBly, ana in 
reply to Mr. Labouchi ro'H suggestion 
shouted an emphatio"No." Mr. Lnbouchcro 
was undoubtedly inspired to maku tho pro- 
posal. He has reoently had frequent ii>ler- 
;YiewB with Mr. Morley and the liberal party 
managers. Mr. Labouchere, iu the oourso 
of his remarks, likened Mr. Ohamborlaiii 
to a conservative jackal, or a whippor in 
for the VVhiij cavo. Aniung Mr. Cham- 
berlain's many good qualities, ho said was 
his magniQcont confidence in hiipaelf, 
which led him to consider that nothing 
could be that had not been originated by 
him. His impulsiveness, however, made 
him leap bef re he looked. He thereby 
comproroisod himself and he felt obliged 
to oontinuB in what he knew to te an 
erroneous oourBe. 

On mution of Mr. McCarthy the dobato 
was adjourned. 

Ward & Payne, of Shcflield, ono of iho 
largeat firms of edge tool makers in Eng- 
land, recemtly announced that thoy would 
be compelled to make a reduction iu the 
wages C'f their employes in order to com- 
pete Bucoessfuily with other manufac- 
turers. The workmen refused to submit 
to a reduction in their pay and the firm 
now threaten to employ German work- 
men in their ateud.

London, M^y 10. - Salisbury was ac- 
corded a perfect ovation wliou he appear- 
ed upon tho stage of Hor Majesty's Thea- 
tre this afternoon to address tho oonsor- 
vative meeting assembled chero under tho 
auspices of tho Primrose League. Tho 
auditors wore Boaconstiold's favorite flow- 
er. In his address Salisbury declared that 
toryisin was growing rapidly arnonx all 
olaasea in the Empire, irio said he felt it 
to be his duty in those critical times to 
urge all loyal mon to coinbi.ie to support 
'religiou and the Empire. He denied that 
he" had recoramondod as the best means 
for governing the Irish people tho adop- 
tion of tho twenty years' coercion policy. 
He had only advised tho maintenance of 
law and order in Ireland. He reiterated 
his advice to tho Irish to cmigr.ito from 
Ireland if they could not prosper and be 
eontonted under British rule. He urged 
the oonservativea to support Liberal 
Union candidates in the' coming election, 
whoro conservatives could not with a cer- 
tainty be ohoaon. 

The Qonsarvatives have arranged to hold 
a monster loyalist demonstration against 
the home rule bill in the city of Gainsbo- 
rough. A counter demonstration will be 
held in the same place. The orgnnizeis 
have sent Healy thither. to take charge of 
Hand mak e the prijioipal spee ch.

'TBE FlSEBltT QUESTION. 

Tho rewnl seizure of the Glouceator 
fiahing achooiior, the David J. Adauia, at 
Digby, N. S., britiga to on issue tho ono 
groat unsettled controvorsy between tho 
Anmrican ropublic and Canada. Tho 
vesHol lias benn aoinBd by the Dominion 
authorities for a, violation of the treaty of 
1818. It willthua beaoi>n tho question is 
no new one and that tho points now at 
iasu'o botvreon the two countries are of old 
growth. That treaty, the Maraeillea treaty, 
MO called, is in force to day, owing to the 
tiiuo of limitation of the subsequent 
partial reciprocity treaties of 1854 and 
1870 having expired. Those were made 
terminable ufter a number of yeara, and 
noticG given by either of the contracting 
parties. In each caae the United States 
f^iwQ the notice, tho result being that tho 
1818 treaty comes again into force. Wo 
hftvu no doubt tho ijovornmont at Wash- 
ington would have made of no otfoct this 
treaty also had that boon possible, but 
happily it ia not. They had 
every opportunity last year to 
have efibcted new arrangements, to 
have concluded ti fresh treaty, on a fair 
basis, and wo tiave no doubt that 
our govornniont and the homo government 
■wou'.d oven yot be perfectly willing to ne- 
gotiate, but it must bo distinctly under- 
stood that the present treaty will be en 
forced until a neiv one ia made. The 
f^overninent in to be commended for its 
prompt action in the matter and will be 
wuatained in such action by all parties in 
Canada. Only one courae was apon to 
the Dominion authorities, and they have 
taken time by the fore-lock and shown our 
big aister across the way that we do not 
propose that our rights shall be trampled 
on even by so charming and companion- 
able a sister. It will perhaps be main 
tainod that tho Adams was not guilty of 
an infraction of the treaty, inas- 
inuch as she merely purchased bait, 
hut did not take fish, within 
the. three mile limit. The ofionce with 
-which she is eharged is, iu fact, tho pur 
chase of bait, and our anthoritios propose 
to fight it out ou that Hue. Possibly bait 
is Homotime.s bought of us by iVmericau 
lisheriueu for use in lishiug ou the high 
Heas, boyoud our territorial jurisdiction. 
NaverthdlosH, it is, as a matter of fact, a 
provision of the treaty, and the vessel which 
AriolaliB that stipulation becomes our lawful 
prize. It is well kaowu, too, that th 
Apiericau smaoks repeatedly violate the 
treaty stipulations in many ways. How are 
we to choose which of the particular pro- 
visions of the treaty we shall enforce? It 
only remains for tho Dominion governmont 
to enforce the treaty, and see that it is in 
its entirety iCMpected. It is, indeed, to be 
regratted that these complioations 
have arisen, but we may console our- 
. selves with the fact that we are not to 
blamo. Wo have dono all we could to 
settle the matter equitably, and the peo- 
ple to the south of us have, by their own 
action in terminating the Washinf^ton 
treaty, brought that of 1818 into opera 
tion. We trust an amicable arrangement 
of the present iutoruational difhculties 
will be hadi and that nothing will occur 
to mar the pleasant relations existing be 
tween the two countries, but at the same 
time we believe our government is right 
in the stand that that has been taken, 
and have no doubt it will bo unflinchinaly 
maintained until tho treaty of Maraeillea 
ia superceded by another and better one. 

THE MUD FLAT. 

As has been already announced, tho 
Dominion government have at laat taken 
aotion in the matter and han4,ed over to 
the corporation the tidal landa eait of 
James bay bridge commonly known as 
"The Mud Flats." This ia a feather in 
the cap of the honorable the miniator of 
nuance, who, aa member for tho city, has 
been unremitting in his efforts to accom- 
plish .that object. Now that Victoria owns 
"The Mud Flats" what will she do with 
them? These tidal lands are an unsightly 
and unbavory blotch on tho fair face of 
Viijtoria, worao still, they are disease 
producing. It has been thought that tho 
corporation could gradually reclaim and 
transform these flats into a pleasure 
ground. In doing this, the present bridge 
would, of course, give way to a solid sea- 
wall, and thus not only would an ugly 
plague spot become a Ihinr; of health giv- 
ing beauty, but tho constantly recurring 
coat of maintaining tho bridge would bo 
obviated; while a much more pleasant and 
satisfactory roadway would be created. 
This, taken in connection with the scheme 
for establialiing a public oaplanado along 
the south stiore of the bay, and for which 
the provincial government are conveying 
the wastelands tu the corporation, would 
add{immenaely to tho attractiveneaa, aa it 
certainly would increase the healthf ulness 
of the city. The creation of a sea-wall to 
tnko tbn nliico of tho present bridge, would 
sorvo another practical purpose. It could 
easily be m^do to servo aa a landing for the 
amaller clusa of shipping, thus extending 
our harbor uccommodation. It will now 
be in order for the city council to care- 
fally formulate a scheme for the carrying 
out of the general object of reclaiming the 
flats and beautifying the heart of the city. 



The Kod iK Oiii- Piililic Schools. 

To TUE EwToi:: — I nofc from the news- 
papers that fiomo funs is being made over 
the alleged oastigation of a boy. at tho high 
school. 'Without knowing any particularB 
of Ibo case in questiun, I would simply ex- 
pre.s.H tho opinion existing among a good 
niuuy of our citizens, that it would be better 
for our boys and the diseiplineof aohool 
training if less attention wos paid to school- 
boy complaints, and if tho teaohers' hands 
wore strengthened betimes in tho uso of the 
birch. Lot our school teachers rise super- 
ior to maudlin sentiment, and let them re- 
member that "he who spares tho rod spoils 
the child." The writer himself has chil- 
dren at our public schools,- and sees with 
rogrot the bad effect on school children of 
undue interiferenoe with teachers in the 
latters' enforciog: . obedience. Enquiry in 
the present case will show that if the boy 
got whipped it; will also ■ donbtless prove 
that hedaaervei iti-'^i-: ;, Pabknt.

ENGLAND. 

London, May 19. — A diapatch received 
from the Cape Coast Caatlo says that a 
conflict is proceeding between Beequehea 
and Adanaaiu tribes, and that in conac- 
quonco the interior roads aro blocked and 
all trado with tho interior is temporarily 
stopped. The Bocqucchea recently cap- 
tured forty-five Oerraan tradera and killed 
them all by moat horrible torturoa and 
mutilations. 

In the house of commons this evening 
Mr. Timothy Hartington, home rule mem- 
ber for Dublin, moved tho second reading 
of a bill providing fur tho election by 
ballot of poor law {{uardians in Ireland, 
abolishing proxies and reducing the num- 
ber of e.K-o'fficio members of the poor 
boards. Oraugo uiemhers bitterly opposed 
tho motion. iVIr. .John MorUiy, chief suo- 
retary for Ireland, sujjportod tho motion ; 
and after a hot debate it was carried by a 
vote of 307 to 105. Announcement of 
the result was received with cheers. 

Tho government of Switzerland is tak- 
ing active measures to put ah end in that 
country to tho propogation of tho doctrines 
of the Mormon church. Numerous arreatci 
of Mormon miasionarius have been made. 

FRANCE. 

Pakis, May 19. — The governmont has 
decided to introduce in tho chamber of 
deputies a bill to dispose fully of tho pro- 
tonaions of tho Orlean.t princes. 

Baron Do Courcol, French ambassador 
at Berlin, haa arrived hero to confer with 
the government concerning relations be- 
tween France and Germany. It is reported 
that these relations aro at present strained. 

M. Rausaan, delegate appointed by tho 
governm.tnt to inspect work on tno 
Panama canal, has presented a report in 
which he deniea tho correctness of tho 
canal company's statement respecting its 
construction facilities, the time when 
tho canal will be completed and tho 
amount of money still required to accom- 
plish the work. W. Baihaout, minister of 
public works, will inform M. DoLeaaeps 
and Ilia follow diroctora that they must 
reply to M. Rausnan'a report, ea the gov- 
ernment Cannot authorize the proposed 
idSUe of lottery bonds un|il the position of 
the company ia made clear.

Orr.-vw.v, May 8th. — So far aa tho 
week's ])roceeding8 in parliament go they 
have been docidodly exciting and to a 
certain extent aonsational. Thore have 
been practically two all night sittings — 
what no one expected this snaaion at any 
rate — and the biggest muddle of an issue 
that I have ever witnessed horo. Two 
days havo boon wasted entirely and tho 
opinion ia beginning to dawn upon the 
membora that they are not going to 
shako tho dust of Ottawa off thoir foot aa 
early aa they anticipated. But to particu- 
larizn; 

THE .S.\I,K Ob' TlMltKIl LIMIT.S. 

The opposition policy of alandur has re- 
ceived no better exemplifieation than it 
did on Tuesday. On the motion to go 
into supply Mr. Charlton rose 
and moved an aniendmont condemning 
the govortunont for corrupting 
thoir supporters by tho granting of 
timber limits, mining and grazing ianda, 
etc. He road a long list of names of mem- 
bers who had applied to the depart mont 
on behalf of friends and constituents, 
and mounted tho high moral horse against 
the governmont for not (mtting all thoao 
lands in Canada up to public competition. 
It was a treat to aeo the way tho minister 
of the interior demolished tho arguments 
brought forward by Mr. Charlton. lie 
pointed out that prior to 187-t tho con- 
servative government had adopted tho 
policy of public competition, that the very 
first session after the grita came into 
power they repealed the law and provided 
that timber limits should be granted, not 
by public competition but by order- in- 
counoil. Thia policy was pursued by 'lio 
grits during all thoir term of oflice, and 
under it thoy gave away 005 square milos 
of timber limits. Ono of tho very last 
acta they did, oveis after thoy had 
boon beaten at tho polls in 1878, 
was to pass an order granting "00 
square milea to H. H. Cook, INI. P., with 
the privilege of selecting thom at his 
own swoot will iu tho territory from Kaiuy 
lake to tho Pioekios. The present govorn- 
meut bad granted the timber limits as thoy 
stood with this difl'eriLicQ that if thora were 
two applications for the same limits, tho 
successful applicant was the one whooflerod 
the largest prico, and men of both sides of 
politics applied for and received limits on 
exactly the same terms. Then Oamerou, 
of Huron, took up the opposition cudgels 
aud poured forth the vials of his wrath 
against the ministerinlists. During the 
recess Mr. Cameron has been very active on 
this particular fiuestiou, aud members on 
the government side who had been attract- 
ed wore hoping that he would repeat tho 
charges made at Wingham and other places 
and givo thom an opportunity to reply. 
Cameron was too foxy for that and confined 
himself to general charges. Members were 
therefore confined to the matters iu hiii 
speech, bat the occasion was too good a 
one to be lost, and the strange spectacle 
was witnessed • of one conservative 
member after another rising and in tho 
most categorical terms denying tho charges 
made against thom. "Cowardly," "false," 
"lying," "malignant," wore some of tho 
epithoto used, and it took Mr. Speaker all 
his time to keep members within the 
bounds of parliamentary decorum. The 
debate was continued until half-paat five 
a. m,, whon the division took place, and 
Charlton's motion was rejected by a ma- 
jority of 50. It was ail o'clock before tho 
weary uiorabora emerged into tho morning 
sunlight and went to their hotels to obtain 
much-needed rest. Baker, Gordon, Shakes- 
peare and Homer remained for the divi- 
sion. Tho lot of an M. P. or a parliament- 
aryreporter is not a happy one. 

RBPAYINO THE tOAN. 

Tho Canadian Pacific railway haa lost no 
time in carrying out tho proposition it 
h(»3 made to pay back tho loan of twenty 
millions. Yesterday the governmont re- 
ceived a cable stating that on Thursday 
£2,000,000 aterling had boon deposited by 
tho company to tho credit of the 
government as part payment of the 
entire loan, tho whole ol which ia 
to be repaid by July lat, 

THE DEATrV-WOODWOBTH MATTKB. 

After everybody thought parliament had 
heard the' last of the Beatty-Wood worth 
scandal there was no little surprise when, 
on the motion for the third reading of the 
Northwest Central railway bill, Wuodworth 
rose and onco more rehashed tho story be 
has told with so much gusto on previous 
occasions. Kvidently Woodworth feols 
deejily iiggriovod that bo is to got neither th'i 
half share of the profits ho claims -n'ns 
promised him, or the iissistauoe of the gov- 
eruiiient iu his endeavors to kill tho bill. 
While there is not much sympathy folt for 
Mr. Beatty in connection with the matter, 
iho government, rather than that the peo- 
ple of the northwest should be deprived of 
a much-needed road, ore willing that his 
company should build it, provided that all 
the necessary guarantees are gived to ensure 
Its early completion. Woodworth all along 
hRs not disguised his diaappoiutmout, 
and I bnliove his vanity and aelf-aaaur- 
ance will ere long receive another blow. 
Any scheme by which he can "milk" the 
country he ia willing to dip into, and his 
latest venture, I hear, in this direction ia 
to buy out the auppoaod claim of ono of 
the four men who "discovered" tho hot 
springs at Banff, in the Rocky Moun- 
tains. If he thinks he ia going to make 
a pile out of this speculation I guess be is 
mistaken, as it is currently reported thai; 
the government will set apart the land 
whore the springs aro located :: for 'one of 
the national parka. 

THE H05IE RULE DliBATi:, 

Ou Tuesday Mr, Blake sprang a motion 
ill favor of home rule upon tho houso, and 
there was conaidorable indignation in 
some quarters that he bad not given notice 
before bringiug such an important ques- 
tion forward. After a brief disuusaion, 
at the Bolioitation of the governmont, 
who offered him ■ any day on which 
to introduce the question, the motion waa 
withdrawn and allowed to stand as ti 
notice for Thursday, Before referring to 



the3-debato let me briefly remind your 
reader's that a strong expression of opinion 
in favor of liome rule manifeated by the 
parliament of Canada in 1882 in the 
shape of an address to the Queen on the 
subject and tho reply given by the 
imperial authorities, Mr. Gladatone being 
at that time premier of Great Britain, was 
a direct snub to Oanada^ •'^•'■W(i'ware':tbid 
it waa no part of otir buBineaa to tender 
advice to tho imperial government out- 
aide our own domain, and on thia rebuke 
^Ir. Blake should havo been content. But 
no. Desiring to embarrass tho govern- 
ment he onco more wishes Canada to ad- 
dress Hor Majesty and accordingly -moves 
in that direction. There was nothing for 
it then, if the Canadian parliament did 
not want to stultify itself, but to have 
such an amendment, which while de- 
claring that parliament atill adhered 
to tho Bontinionts oxprosaed in 1882 
v/ould not leave us opou to another snub, 
and accordingly Mr. Costigan moved to 
that effect. After that the members went 
at. it hammer and tongs on tho homo rule 
question until two o'clock in the morning, 
whon Costigan's amendment waa carried, 
Mr. Blako thereupon moved that a copy 
of Che reaolution be forwarded to Mr. 
Gladstone. Sir John objected and the 
house entered upon a three hours' wrangle, 
tho like of which seldom occurs. Tim 
Coughlin, an enthuaiaatic tory Irishman 
from Wontern Ontario, moved to strike 
out "Gladstone" aud substitute "Parnell." 
Both Coughlin'a and Blake's suggestions 
wuro negatived, and it waa then moved 
that the resolutions be sent to the 
two gentlenion mentioned. This was lost, 
tuiil the noxt [iroposition included the lend- 
ers of tho three parties in England, but a 
like fate biifpU it. Finally a motion that 
the resolutions bo transmitted to the high 
couimissiouor iu England for tho informa- 
tion of liritisli nionibers of parliament was 
carriud. Sovuu division.-j wore takeu and tho 
greatest exuitoment and bitterness was 
manifested. Theconviotionforcingitself on 
many minds is that Hector Cameron was 
right when ha said the whole 'hing was 
a piece of buncom on tho part of tho load- 
er of tho opposition and designed with 
the sole object of making his party more 
solid with the Irish Catholics of Ontario.

A Slltflit ISnoiii ill Milling; Claims 

Mr. Phair, mining recorder, reporting 
officially, under dato Lillooet, May 4lh, 
nays ; — 

I have the honor' to report that tho 
mining prospocta of Cayoosh creok are 
very encouraging. Yoatorday I recorded 
sixteen claima and five to-day between 
two and three miles above the mill.

GEOLOGICAL SURVEY 

or Portions of llic Coast cf Van- 
couver Island. 

Reporl.of Dr. G. in. Dawson. 



T>v. G. v.. Bawaon, who was ongagad 
during last summer in a geoloaicnl aurvory 
of portions of tho coast of Vancouver and 
adjacent smaller ialiiudK, a report of which 
work has been published, ho Hays: 

"We sailed from Victoria ou the .schooner 
Carolena on the '21st of June, soveriil days 
having been necessarily employed in pro- 
curing equipment for an abseuco of some 
months. Two day.s wero also devoted, be- 
fore leavinif Victonu, to the esamination of 
a deposit of iron ore at Sooke. 

"The 'examination of the coaTst was be- 
gun at Oomox^ where Mr. Biohardson's 
work had terminated, and the oretacoons 
coal-boariug rooks were traced thence along 
the coast of Vancouver island for about 
thirty miles. These rocks wore at this 
point — u short distance north of Cape 
Mndgo — found to be replaced ou the sboro 
by au older tnipponu series on which they 
rest unconformably, and it would appear 
from information received from timber ex- 
plorers, and as tho result of oursubscqnont 
exauiiuations, that tho continuation of tho 
cretaceous trough or basin of the Oomox 
region here trends inland, having a breadth 
of several miloB ou the Campbell river, and 
very probably running through behind the 
ranges which border ou the coast as far as 
tho hoadwnt*'rB of the Salmon rivwr." 

Coal Nvhicli has bueu vaguely reported as 
occurring on Yaldoz ialand and Malaspiua 
iulet was not found.

exist in the vicinity of Malaspiua inlet be- 
tween Desolatiou sound and .larvis inlot. 
From one of these n river of considerable 
size issues, and forms » lino fall within half 
a mile of the shore. The e:iistpuiio of those 
lakes is not indicated on the jiublishud rhart 
but I had no oppoituiiity of exuuuuiug 
them. Someday it may lie worth while to 
bore through the cretaceous ore at Gillies 
bay, Texada island, or on Saugster island, 
in order to ascertain doflnitely whether any 
ooal seams occur.

haa in general lernia thus been the exam- 
ination of the main shores of Queen Char- 
lotte Sound, those of tho weatorn e.^trem 
ity of Vancouver and adjacent islands and 
Quatsino Sound, together with all the 
main shore of the Gulf of Georgia, with 
the exception of that portion between 
Jarvis and Burrard Inlets. It must be 
UBderatood, however, that the work as it 
now stands is of a strictly preliminary 
character. Having been provided with a 
oohooner, and tho moans of examining 
the coast (which affords the moat easily 
accessible and instructive geological sec- 
tiuna), it was deemed beat to postpone 
lengthened excursions inland, though 
traverses were made for several miles 
into the bush, in a number of places, for 
the purpose of ascertaining the width of 
the coal-bearing rocks. It is scarcely, I 
believe, yet realized what a 

. LARGE QUANTITY OF VALUABLE TIMBER 

Vancouver island and the adjaceut tnain- 
land are capable of yielding. That at tho 
shore ia generally more or leas wind-shakon 
and gnarled, but at a short distance in- 
land where the surface is at all Jevel, fine 
trees are found in abundance, and tho 
wide valleys of the mountainous districts 
almost invariably hold extensive and well 
grown forests. Toward the northern end 
of the island tho Douglaa fir is not so 
common, boing to some extent replaced 
by tho hemlock, and two apeciea of spruce. 
The cedar is, howevur, here abundant, 
and the white pine is ooinmonly met with 
down to the shores, while the yellow cy- 
press, a mountain tree in the vicinity of 
Burrard Inlet, comes down to the sua- 
margin in the latitude of Blunden Harbor, 
and is found in aomo abundance a few 
hundred feet above tlie'sea-level over the 
whole northern end of Vancouver ialand. 

"north op .srvmour narrows, 
though extensive low tracta occur, there 
can scarcely bo said to be any land fitted 
for immediate agricultural occupation, 
moat of the surface otherwise suited for 
this use being ao densely wooded that it 
would scarcely pay at proaent to endeavor 
to clear it, Tho north cocit o*^ Vancouver 
ialand, however, between Nawilti and 
Cape Scott, might bo utilized to support 
a considerable number of cattle, owing to 
}ho quantity of araas which there grows 
along the shore, and tho less dense charac- 
ter of the forest; while, running acro.ss 
behind Cape Scott is an extonaivo lagoon 
not shown on tho charts, with tracts of 
grassy marsh, now aubject to overflow at 
high tides, but of which, I believe, sever- 
al thoueand acres might be reclaimed by 
dyking.

of all this region derive an easy subaiat- 
enoo from the products of tho sea, but 
with this exception, and that of a few 
salmon canneries, tho fiaheriea of the en- 
tire obait may yot be considered aa uti- 
touched.

WABHiNa'tON, May 17. — Tho president 
has transmitted to congress the report of 
the secretary cf state, with accompanying 

panora in respect to the location uf the 
frontier lino between .-Maaka and British 
Columbia. Mr. Bayard saya tho British 
government ia prepared to take part in a 
preliminary investigation of tha boundary 
question, and that nothing now delays ac- 
tion but want of an appropriation by con- 
gress to enable this governaient to take 
part in the survey. "In. view of tho fact,"

honor to recommend that coiigreaa bo re- 
que'ited to enact a law to authorize a aur- 
vey,, and to appropriate tha aum of 8100,- 
000, or ao much thereof as may be nocea- 
aary to defray tho expenses of a prelimi- 
nary aurvey." 

Tlie preaident, in hia letter of tranamia- 
sal aaya: "In view of the iiiipartiinco of
